The Prophets of Gqd, in the day of their Propheſy, were 
hated & perſecuted Of thele profeſling people, who had the 
form of Moſes words) and many of them were killed. Chriſt 
Jeſus the Son of God (whom Moſerwrote of, and the Pro» 
phers prophefied of ) in his dayes were hated and perſecu- 
ted, under the name of a blaſphemer ; and this by a ſtrict 
pm_—Y people, and cheif prieſts and rulers ; theſe, and 

uch as made a fair ſhew in words, were found in rage and 

enmity, and perſecuted and.crucifed Chriſt the life. Like- 
wiſe the Apoſtles, and true Miniſters of the Goſpel in the 
dayes of their Minitration they were hated, and perſecuted, 
under the name of deceivers, peſtilent fellowes, and movers 
of Sedition, and ſuch like. 

Andall along,even to this day and age; the true witneſſes 
of God have ſuffered perſecution, yea and all thatwill live 
godly in Chriſt Jeſus ſball ſuffer perſecution; for ſaithChriſt, 


John 15, 159, if ye were of the world, the world would love his own, but

uſe ye are not of this world, but I have choſen you out 
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of the world, theretore.the world hateth yon. The' ſervant 
is not greater then the Lord : if they have perſecuted me, 
they wall alſo perſecute you, and they ſhall pur you out of 
the Synagogue, ye the time cometh, that whoſoever killeth 
you will think that he doth God ſervice: And yeſhall be ha- 
ecd of all men for my names ſake. Theſe Scriptures are fulfil- 
led in theie dayes,by this finful generation of Teachers,and 

eople who have long bin profeſſors of truth in words, but 
be denyed truth by their wicked lives, and deceitful 
works, and now are made manifeſt by- the true Light, even 
by their fruits, and wicked rage and envy againſt the inno- 
cent, caſting out their names as evill;, and incenfing the 
people againſt the Lords Lambs ; as it was of late manifeſt- 
ted by two pariſh Maſters inthe weſt of Scotland, to wit, one 


called Lewes Simorell, and one Hugh Archbull, who excom- 


umnicated. (as they ſay)one whoſe eyes the Lord hath'open- 
ed to (ee their deceits, and hath:turned her face towards 
Sion to walk in the light, whoſe name according to thefleſh 

is Margaret Hambleton. Whom the ſaid two pariſh Maſters 
did (o incenfe their hearers againft, (as that generation 
of murdering Prieft did formerly againſt the Lord Jeſus and 
his diſciples)as though ſhe was not fit to live amongſt them, 
but nothing of fa& or evil done, was proved againſther. But 
their reaſons are, as] underſtand. 1. Becauſeſhe denyed the 
power of the Presbytery. Secondly, Becauſe ſhedenyed their 
Ordmancee. And Thirdly, Becauſe ſhe-would not forſake 
the company of Seducers-and Hereticks as they call tliem.
